After  soundly  trouncing  the 
Lions  of  Isaac  Litton  26-7  in  the 
Nashville  JCC  Clinic  Bowl,  the 
Maroons  of  Montgomery  Bell 
Academy  were  declared  cham- 
pions of  Tennessee  high-school 
football. 

Although  the  two  teams  had 
met  only  twelve  days  earlier  in 
regular  season  play  to  decide  the 
Nashville  AAA  and  State  cham- 
pionships, nothing  was  decided, 
for  the  two  teams  battled  to  a 14- 
14  tie.  However,  there  were  many 
who  thought  that  M.B.A.  had  the 
better  team.  Statistically  their 
belief  was  correct,  for  M.B.A. 
gained  18  first  downs  to  Litton's 
eight  and  gained  289  yards  rush- 
ing to  Litton’s  159.  However, 
there  were  some  diehard  fans  and 
sportswriters  who  simply  could 
not  believe  that  the  invincible 
Lions  had  been  tied,  much  less 
beaten.  So  the  rematch  was 
scheduled  for  the  Clinic  Bowl  on 
Thanksgiving  Day. 

Approximately  20,000  tense  fans 
were  on  hand  at  Vanderbilt’s 
Dudley  Stadium  to  witness  the 
’ dream  game”  that  was  to  decide 
the  Tennessee  State  High  School 
football  championship. 

The  Big  Red  of  Montgomery 
Bell  took  the  opening  kickoff  and, 
aided  by  a pair  of  penalties,  drove

On  the  week  end  of  October

Terry  Davis,  President  of  the 
Whitehaven  Tri-Hi-Y  Club,  gave 
a hearty  welcome  to  all  present 
and  J.  Ben  Duff.  Associate  Secre- 
tary of  Southern  Area  Council  of 
the  YMCA  gave  an  address  en- 
titled "Our  Pattern  of  Hi-Y  and 
Tri-Hi-Y."  At  eight,  the  meeting 
was  over  and  a program  of  rec- 
reation was  provided  for  enter- 
tainment. 

At  nine,  on  Saturday,  the  open- 
ing session  was  held  and  at  nine- 
thirty  the  boys  and  girls  went  into 
various  workshops  such  as:  Par- 
liamentary Procedure,  Public  Re- 
lations. Duties  and  Respons  bil- 
itie?  of  Officers,  World  Service, 
and  Adult  Leaders.

But  with  fourth 
down  and  four  yards  needed  for 
the  touchdown,  the  Maroons 
called  on  Frank  Drowota.  The 
little  senior  took  a pitchout  from 
quarterback  Tom  Fr  st,  raced  to 
his  left,  and  although  apparently 
surrounded  and  stopped  behind 
the  line,  spun  and  squirmed  his 
way  into  the  end  zone  for  the  first 
score  of  the  game.  Phil  Williams 
added  the  PAT  and  the  Maroons 
were  ahead  7-0. 

This  lead  was  short-lived,  how- 
ever. for  on  the  very  next  kick- 
off Litton  raced  to  the  Maroon 
one  yard  line  before  Billy  Hunter 
caught  the  ball  carrier  from  be- 
hind. All  State  Bobby  Tillman 
sccred  on  the  next  play,  the  PAT 
was  :>dded.  and  ir.  -•>  na»t«r  of 
seconds  Litton  had  given  the  fans 
a new  ball  game.  The  two  teams 
swapped  punts  for  the  remainder 
of  the  first  and  through  most  of 
the  second  quarters.  However,  in 
the  last  two  minutes  of  the  first 
half  the  Big  Red  broke  the  game 
wide  open.  First  QB  Tom  Frist 
hit  halfback  Whit  Watson  with  a 
perfect  toss  and  the  fleet  back 
fought  his  way  across  the  double 
stripe  to  make  the  score  13-7  with 
less  than  one  minute  remaining 
in  the  half.  After  moving  the 
bn'l  to  midfield  following  the 
kickoff,  the  Lion's  All  State  selec- 
tion “goofed."  Tillman,  while  at- 
tempting to  pass,  was  hit  and 
the  ball  went  rolling  wildly. 
M.B.A. 's  Phil  Williams  scooped 
the  loose  ball  up,  shook  off  a 
tackier  and  raced  41  yards  for 
the  score.  The  halftime  score  was 
19-7  in  M.B.A.’s  favor. 

The  Maroons  quickly  scored  on 
the  demoralized  L'ons  at  the  start 
of  the  second  half,  making  the 
score  25-7.  Big  Phil  Williams  split 
the  uprights  on  the  try  for  extra 
point  and  M.B.A.  ended  the  scor- 
ing at  26-7. 

Nearly  everyone  who  saw  the 
game  was  firmly  convinced  that 
Montgomery  Bell  Academy  surely 
had  the  state’s  number  one  high 
school  football  team.
